Olaimed to Be a Forgery

Washington, Dec. 10.—Govern-
ment coples of n telegram slgned by
Hearst, giving instructions regarding
the policles of his newspepers and
correspondents during the war wers
re-tead Into record at today's hear-
ing of the senate committee.

In hiz message to rale, Hearst
sald he believed the vast majority
of the people of America and Ger-
many opposed the United States en-
tering the war, and that he desired
to employ hls Influence for the pro-
motion of just and lasting peace.
A message dated in March
signed '"'Doctor,” addressed to the
New York American, declared that
the famous Zimmerman note in
which Gernfany proposed an alllance
with Mexico and Japan, and which
the Assoclated Press revealed to the
waorld, probably was forgery prepar-
ed by the attorney general, to
“Ifrigbten congress into giving the
president the powers he demanded,
and perhaps also Into passing the
espionage aot.”

ROLLING N WEALTH

Loulsville, Ky,, Dee. 10.—Ken-
tueky farmers who produced about
|30 per cent of the country's tobacco
have experienced unprecedented
prosperity since 1910 and this au-
tumn were able to get nearly three
times the price with. which they
[would have been content at (he be-
gioning of the war.

Eighty per cent of the 250,000,-
000 pounds of burley tobatco used
in the United States comes from Ken-
tucky. In 1914 prices for all qual-
ities of leaf, lugs and trash averaged
between 10 and 12 cents a pound
while the price for the heavy, dark
export type of tobacco grown in the
“black patch” of western Kentucky
climbed from 6 cents to 16 cents,

SOLOIERS UNDER
1 GAN TAKE LAND

General Land Office Officials Say
Special Privileges Will Be Grant-
ed Soldiers

Clay Tallman, commissioner of the
general land office, has sent new in-
structions to the various land offices
throughout the United States, Fol-
lowing is a gist of the new act passed
by congress:

‘“That any person, under the age
of 21, who has served or shall here-
after serve in the army of the United
Btates during the present emergency,
shall be entitled to the same rights
under the homestead and other land
and mineral entry laws, general or
special, as those over 21 years of
age now possess under sald laws:
Provided, That any requirements as
to establishment of residence within
a limitad time ghall be suspended as
to entry by such person until aix
months after his discharge from mil-
ftary service: Provided further, That
applications for entry may be carl-
tied before any officer In the United
States, or any forelgn country, au-
thorized to administer oaths by the
laws of the state or territory In
which the land may be situated.”

A drafted man is regarded as
gerving In the army from the time he
reporis for entrainment; a man in
the officars’ reserve (raining corps
from the time of his admission.

An applicant claiming the benefits
of sald section must execute an ap-
plication for entry on the ordinary
prescribed form; but, where he has
not examined the tract sought, there
should be omitted from the form so
much ag refers to personal examina-
tion of, or acquaintance with, the
tract, and reécftes The
knowledze as to its character (nom-
mineral, nonirrigable, ete.) For ex-
ample, there should be stricken from
an application for entry under the
enlarged homestead act all that part
of the form beginning with the words
“that I am well acquainted with the
character of the land” and ending
with “it 18 not susceptible of suc-
cessful irrigation," ete.

For the information of prospective
applicants it may be stated that the
fee and commissions on & 320-acre
entry under the enlarged homestead
act amount to $22 in most of the
states, or to $34 where the lands are
within the granted llmits of govern-
ment aided raliroads; the amount
due on & stock-raising homestead ap-
plication for 640 ncres is $34, or
$68 under the circumstanceg last
mentioned.

The soldier will not be required
to establish residence upon the land
in his homestead entry until six

*|months after his discharge from mil-

itary service. No contest against the
entry will lie on the ground of fall-
ure to establish residence until the
expiration of that period, and the
time elapsing before such discharge
from the service will not be counted
pn the statutory life of the entry.

A joint resolution provides for
imposition of a fine of not exceeding
$1,000 or Imprisonment for not ex-
ceeding two years, or both, upon any
person, firm, or corporation which
solielts, demands, recelves, or ae-
cepts any fee or compensation
{whether it be in money or in other
value) for locating, flling, or secur-
ing any claim or entry for any per-
son entitled to the benefits of sec-
tion § of the act of August 31, 1918,
